CONCURRENT RESOLUTION

Relating to printing the early Iowa laws.

WHEREAS, the supply has been exhausted and there is considerable de-
mand for the laws hereinafter mentioned,

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate concurring: That
the secretary of state be and he is hereby authorized to have printed and
bound in cloth one thousand each of the following:

The Iowa Code of 1851 in one volume. _

The acts of the general assembly of Iowa enacted at each session, between
the code of 1851 and the revision of 1860, in volumes of convenient size.

The revised statutes of the Territory of Iowa, 1843, in one volume.

The acts of the Territorial legislature of Iowa, commencing with the regular
session of 1840 and ending with the last session prior to the adoption of the
code of 1851, in volumes of convenient size.

That when published said volumes shall be sold at cost and shall be dis-
tributed for sale in the same manner that the code is now distributed, except
that none of said volumes shall be distributed free to any county, town,
township or city officer.
